Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  and  vital  statistics  for  the  District  for  the  year 

1956. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

The  birth  rate  shows  a small  increase  on  that  of 
last  year  but  continues  to  remain  a little  below  the  National 
average . 

The  still  birth  rate  remains  higher  than  the  National 
figure  but  is  much  lower  than  it  was  last  year.  It  is  hoped 
this  improvement  will  continue. 

The  death  rate  is  similar  to  the  National  figure,  but 
shows  a small  increase  on  the  previous  year. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Only  seven  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified 
during  the  year,  of  this  nxmiber  of  notifications  one  was  for 
Poliomyelitis  in  con5)arison  with  ten  last  year. 

IMMIRTISATION 

Although  this  is  primarily  the  concern  of  the  County 
Health  Services,  I feel  it  useful  to  make  some  comment  in  this 
Report,  as  far  as  my  duties  under  the  Essex  County  Council  are 
concerned  with  immunisation. 

The  vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  was  commenced 
during  the  Spring.  A large  number  of  injections  was  carried 
out  with  no  untoward  result.  The  amount  of  vaccine  is 
limited  at  present  but  should  be  sxifficient  for  the  number  of 
children  already  registered. 

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  has  received  so 
much  publicity  in  recent  months  that  one  feels  there  is  a 
danger  that  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  Immunisation  will  be 
eclipsed.  It  must  be  realised  that  the  small  number  of  cases

of  Diphtheria  which  we  see  nowadays,  is  in  no  small  measure  due 
to  the  immunisation  programme  carried  out  in  the  past.  There- 
fore, we  must  realise  that  it  is  important  that  immunisation 
against  Diphtheria  must  continue,  and  parents  whose  children 
have  not  been  immunised  against  Diphtheria  should  seriously 
consider  the  matter. 

The  immunisation  of  Whooping  Cough  does  seem  to  be  more 
in  the  eyes  of  the  public.  This  is  possibly  due  to  the  fact 
that  they  frequently  come  face  to  face  with  the  disease,  and  are 
therefore  reminded  to  consider  having  their  off-spring  imravinised. 

HOUSING 


Local  Authority  Housing  Programmes  should  be  allied  to 
the  age  structure  of  the  area  under  consideration.  We  are 
aware  that  the  expectation  of  life  today  has  increased 
considerably.  ?/e  are  then,  in  the  not  very  distant  future,  to 
be  faced  with  the  problem  of  housing  the  increasing  older 
generation.  Those  units  of  accommodation  at  present  available 
for  the  couple  with  a family  will  not  necessarily  be  suitable 
for  the  older  couple  whose  family  have  married  and  left  home. 

Having  regard  to  this  we  can  go  one  step  further.  An 
ageing  population  has  amongst  it  certain  people,  who  are  not 
cases  we  would  admit  to  hospital  but  who  do  need  some  form  of 
care  and  attention,  for  example,  the  Home  Help  Service.  At 
present,  should  any  old  persons  of  this  category  wish  to  enter 
a home  the  waiting  list  is  long,  and  anyway  when  they  are  found 
a place,  the  home  is  usually  a long  way  from  their  normal 
surroundings  and  friends.  It  is  for  this  class  of  person  that 
proposals  should  be  considered. 

It  appears  therefore  that  accommodation  provided  by  a 
local  authority  could  be  divided  into  three  classes. 

1.  The  House  - for  those  with  families  or  those 
wishing  families. 

2.  The  Bungalow  or  Plat  - for  those  without 
families . 

3.  A Residence  - composed  of  bed  sitting  rooms 
or  flatlets. 

It  is  ?/ith  this  latter  accommodation  that  I propose  to 

deal , 


Residential  accommodation  provided  in  accordance  with 
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Part  III  of  the  National  Assistance  Act  is  insuffiicient  for 
the  demand.  Furthermore,  many  old  people  are  unwilling  to 
enter  such  accommodation  because  it  is  too  far  away  from 
their  usual  surroundings.  Bearing  in  mind  these  facts,  it 
is  surely  possible  for  a local  authority  to  include  in  its 
building  programme  a residence  comprised  of  one  or  two  roomed 
flatlets,  each  with  facilities  for  preparing  light  meals. 

The  Residence  should  have  also  a communal  sitting 
room  with  television,  and  facilities  for  occupational  therapy. 
There  is  obviously  need  for  a warden  for  such  accommodation j 
should  a married  couple  be  selected,  the  husband  could  attend 
to  the  central  heating  system  and  generally  act  as  a caretaker. 
Now  various  authorities  advocate  a ’meals'  service  for  the 
elderly  - a service  whereby  a mid-day  meal  is  provided  at 
reasonable  cost.  Surely  then  it  is  not  impossible  for  the 
provision  of  a mid-day  meal,  which  could  be  prepared  by  those 
residents  capable,  in  a kitchen  under  the  supervision  of  the 
warden.  The  remaining  meals,  each  resident  could  prepare  in 
their  flatlet.  This  system  should  involve  the  least  amount 
of  regimentation,  but  at  the  same  time  would  ensure  that  a 
good  meal  was  provided  for  each  person  daily. 

There  seems  to  be  no  reason  why  the  Home  Help  Service 
could  not  be  employed  where  necessary  in  the  Residence  and  also 
the  District  Nursing  Service. 

The  principle  advantages  of  a system  of  this 
description  ares- 

(a)  The  aged  are  adequately  housed,  fed  and  supervised  in 
their  own  district. 

(b)  They  should  not  suffer  from  loneliness  and  the 
institution  of  occupational  therapy  would  allay  any 
boredom. 

(c)  It  would  be  easy  for  them  to  entertain  friends  and 
relatives,  and  of  course  if  able,  to  go  out  visiting 
themselves. 

(d)  The  number  of  Home  Helps  required  should  be  less  and 
their  task  easier. 

The  institution  of  such  a scheme  as  I have  described 
should  make  the  Comcil's  Housing  Accommodation  more  flexible 
and  should  lead  to  the  utmost  use  being  made  of  that  which  is 
available. 
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Several  schemes  of  this  type  have  heen  considered  hy 
local  authorities  in  this  country.  In  Denmark  a system  of  this 
character  seems  to  work  extremely  well. 

The  institution  of  such  a proposal  in  an  area  similar 
to  our  own  would,  I feel,  he  of  considerable  advantage,  not 
only  would  the  units  of  accommodation  he  more  flexible  hut  the 
elderly  person  would  he  catered  for  more  adequately. 

FOOD  HYGIEUE  "POOD  IS  AIT  INEVITABLE  PART  OF  OUR  DAILY  LIFE" 

The  regulations  concerning  this  subject  came  into 
force  during  the  year.  Inspections  of  food  premises  have  heen, 
and  continue  to  he,  carried  out  in  the  district.  Owners  of 
premises  are  advised  to  carry  out  certain  alterations,  and 
supply  such  fittings,  as  are  necessary  to  bring  their  premises 
up  to  the  standard  required  in  the  Regulations.  It  is  pleasing 
to  record,  that  so  far  the  vast  majority  of  the  owners  of  food 
premises  are  most  co-operative,  realising  that  Pood  Hygiene  is 
good  business. 

It  is  unfortiinate  that  so  much  handling  of  unwrapped 
pastries,  cakes,  pies,  sausage  rolls  etcetera  continues  in  the 
shops.  A pair  of  v;ashahle  tongs  is  far  more  hygienic  and  one 
would  like  to  see  more  use  made  of  such  implements. 

One  does  often  wonder  how  many  owners  of  food  premises 
realise  what  a good  advertisement  a wash  hand  basin,  with  hot 
and  cold  running  v/ater,  clean  towel  and  soap,  installed  behind 
the  counter  of  their  shop  can  be.  It  is  encouraging  to  see 
this  arrangement  is  being  adopted  in  some  premises  and  does 
really  show  the  customer  that  care  is  being  taken. 

It  is  not  merely  the  food  handler  who  has  a part  to 
play  in  Food  Hygiene.  The  public  also  have  an  important  part 
to  play,  namely  in  their  own  behaviour  in  Pood  Shops  and 
Catering  Establishments, 

Unfortunately  one  can  only  too  often  observe 
prospective  purchasers  handling  or  breathing  over  the  food  on 
display. 

I7hen  all  is  said  and  done,  Pood  Hygiene  is  largely  in  I 
the  hands  of  the  customer.  It  is  a simple  matter  to  patronise  ' 
the  shop  and  restaurant  which  is  spotless  and  where  every  care 
is  taken,  and  to  avoid  the  shop  which  fails  in  this  respect,  or 
the  restaurant  that  gives  you  cracked  cups  and  dirty  cutlery. 
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OYSTER  CLEMSING 


Until  the  winter  1954-55  'the  method  of  cleansing  can 
he  briefly  described  as  followss- 

(a)  The  oysters  having  been  laid  out  in  cleansing  tanks 
were  hosed  with  water  to  remove  mud. 

(b)  The  tanks  were  then  flushed  and  then  flooded  for 
twenty  hours  with  water,  at  54°F>  which  had  been 
sterilised  and  dechlorinated. 

(c)  The  tanks  were  then  flushed  and  a second  treatment 
similar  to  (b)  above  was  carried  out  for  a further 
twenty  hours. 

(d)  The  tanks  were  again  drained  and  the  oysters  hosed. 
Water  containing  two  parts  per  million  active  chlorine 
was  then  admitted  in  order  to  sterilise  the  shells. 

Following  this  operation  the  oysters  were  fit  for 

packing. 

It  will  be  realised  that  to  keep  the  temperature  of 
the  cleansing  water  at  54°F  in  the  winter  months  required  the 
use  of  a considerable  amoimt  of  fuel,  with  the  consequent  high 
expenditure. 

After  experiments  at  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries  Food  Laboratories  at  Burnham-on-Crouch  it  was  found 
the  "Cold  water  cleansing"  was  possible  and  during  the  v/inter 
of  1954-55  this  was  introduced.  In  this  process  the  oysters 
are  kept  at  41°F  but  a 72  hoiir  period  of  cleansing  was  used. 

The  results  of  weekly  samples  was  very  satisfactory  and  after 
discussion  v/ith  the  Ministry  of  Health  during  last  winter  1955- 
56  the  period  of  cleansing  was  reduced  to  48  hours.  The 
samples  which  were  sent  each  week  proved  very  satisfactory. 

These  changes  have  resulted  in  substantial  saving  of 
fuel  costs. 

GENERAL 

I have  endeavoured  to  present  the  Report  this  year  in 
a more  attractive  form  than  previously.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
"New  Look"  will  be  more  readable  and  interesting. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  record  my  thanks  to  the 
Members  of  the  Council  and  the  staff  for  their  excellent  co- 
operation d\iring  the  year.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  Town's  water  continues  to  he  supplied  from  the 
two  boreholes  at  Lower  Park  Road  and  Church  Road. 

All  samples  have  been  satisfactory  both  chemically 
and  bacteriologically. 

SEWEPJiGE  AND  DRAINAGE 

The  survey  to  the  Town's  sewers  is  progressing  very 
slowly  due  to  pressure  of  other  work.  No  proposals  for 
dealing  v/ith  the  occasional  sirrcharging  of  the  system  can  be 
submitted  until  the  survey  is  completed.  The  structural 
condition  of  the  sewers  in  the  Sydney  Street j Waterside  Area 
leaves  much  to  be  desired  and  replacement  of  some  of  this 
section  may  have  to  be  considered  shortly. 

The  Sewage  Works  continues  to  function  as  well  as 
may  be  expected  in  view  of  age  and  condition.  The  Works 
have  never  recovered  from  the  serious  damage  of  the  1952 
floods  and  v/hilst  no  large  improvement  is  possible  in  the 
operation  of  the  plant,  work  must  be  put  in  hand  shortly  to 
maintain  them  at  their  present  standard. 

RIVER  AND  STREAM  POLLUTION 

During  periods  of  moderate  rainfall  and  dry  weather 
pollution  of  the  Creek  from  the  Sewage  Works  is  not  high. 
Discharge  of  sewage  effluent  is  restricted  to  a period  of  two 
to  four  hours  after  high  water.  As  the  number  of  premises 
not  connected  to  the  main  sewage  system  is  very  low,  stream 
pollution  is  non-existent.

ICE  CREAM 


The  total  number  of  persons  registered  to  sell  ice 
cream  is  13.  Very  little  ice  cream,  if  any,  is  sold  in 
this  District  except  as  pre-wrapped  from  reputable  sources. 
All  samples  of  ice  cream  examined  were  Grade  I. 

BAKEHOUSES 

There  are  3 bakehouses  in  the  Urban  Distriotf  but 
there  are  no  underground  bakehouses.  Two  inspections  were 
made  during  the  year. 

SHELLFISH 


During  1956,  1,432,537  Oysters  were  passed  through 
the  purification  tanks  at  Brightlingsea.  No  unsatisfactory 
results  were  obtained  from  bacteriological  examination. 

PUBLIC  CLEA14SING 

The  Local  Authority  have  undertaken  the  removal  of 
domestic  refuse  within  their  Area.  Disposal  is  by  controlled 
tipping  on  the  Western  Promenade  in  the  winter  and  adjacent 
to  the  Sewage  Works  in  the  summer.  Considerable  difficulty 
is  experienced  in  the  holiday  season  in  maintaining  satis- 
factory conditions  on  the  tip.  The  Local  Authority  is 
investigating  the  provision  of  an  alternative  provision  for 
tipping  during  the  summer  months. 

The  highways  in  the  District  are  frequently  cleansed 
and  street  gullies  emptied  at  regular  intervals  by  the  Gully 
Emptier. 
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
